Reference  is  made  to  your  letter  dated  June  26, 
1947  oonoerning  your  property  interests  in  Poland. 

After  having  addressed  numerous  Communications 
to  local  autjtiorities  in  Poland,  the  Embassy  is  now 
in  receipt  of  a  report  dated  October  29,  1948  from 
the  City  Administration  of  Zelechow  regarding  prop- 
erty located  at  Ulioa  L.  Pud/y^3  in  that  town,  a 
copy  of  which,  together  with  translation,  is  enolosed 
herewith* 

It  is  noted  that  the  residential  building  at 
this  location  was  destroyed  during  the  war.    For  your 
convenience  in  the  event  that  you  desire  to  register 
this  loss  with  the  Polish  authorities,  the  Embassy 
is  enclosing  a  special  questionnaire  for  registration 
of  war  losses.    This  questionnaire,  when  completed, 
may  be  addressed  directly  to  the  Ministry  of  Finance, 
Department  VIII,  Warsaw-Prague,  Wilenska  2/4.  The 
Embassy  understands  that  such  questionnaires  will 
probably  be  used  for  Statistical  purposes  only. 
The  Polish  Government  takes  the  position  that  no  com- 
pensation payments  may  be  expected  before  the  Govern- 
ment determines  the  total  damages  suffered  by  Poland 
as  a  result  of  the  war,  the  total  amount  of  repara- 
tions allotted  to  it  by  the  reparations  clauses  of 
the  peace  treaties,  and  whether  the  amount  of  repara- 
tions which  the  Polish  Government  may  obtain  will  be 
sufficient  to  permit  the  making  of  payments. 

It  is  expected  that  the  lot  at  Ulica  L.  PudXy 
13,  Zelechow,  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  munic- 
ipal authorities,  having  been  considered  as  abandoned 
or  ex-Oerman  property  as  defined  in  the  Polish  Decree 
of  March  8,  1946.    Restitution  of  such  property  may 
be  facilitated  in  accordance  with  provisions  set  forth

In  this  decree  if  application  for  restitution  is 
filed  on  or  before  December  31,  1948.    In  the  event 

that  you  choose  to  initiate  action  for  restitution 
of  the  property,  it  is  suggested  that  you  communi- 
cate promptly  with  the  District  Liquidation  Office 
(Okr^gowy  Urz^id  Likwidacyjny)  in  Lublin  for  informa- 
tion regarding  the  minimiaa  requirements  which  must 
be  satisfied  in  order  to  meet  the  December  31,  1948 
deadline.    It  is  also  suggested  that  you  endeavor 
to  obtain  the  assistance  of  a  Polish  attorney  to  aid 
in  gathering  the  appropriate  documents  and  in  expe- 
diting filing  of  the  application  with  the  Polish 
authorities.    A  list  of  attorneys  in  Poland  is 
enclosed  for  your  convenience. 

The  Embassy  is  continuing  its  endeavor  to  obtain 
information  regarding  the  status  of  the  property  in 
Modliborzyce  and  will  promptly  inform  you  upon  re- 
ceipt thereof.

Dear  Mr.  Chalette: 

Receipt  is  acknowledged  of  your  letter  of  May- 
re  gardlng  your  property  interest^  in  Poland. 
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After  re-examining  your  case  carefully,  I  find 
that  unfortunately  the  date  of  your  naturalization 
(May  12,  15^.7)  falls  after  the  date  of  the  expropriation 
of  your  property  by  the  Polish  Government  (January  l6, 
19^-7).    In  view  of  this  fact,  the  Embassy  cannot  make 
representations  on  your  behalf  to  the  Polish  Government 
on' the  grounds  of  Article  1,  Paragraph       Article  IV, 
Paragraph  1  and  Article  XXIII,  Paragraph  2  of  the  1933 
Treaty  of  Friendship,  Commerce,  and  Consular  Rights 
between  the  United  States  and  Poland,  because  you  were 
not  an  American  citizen  at  the  time  of  the  expropriation 
of  your  property. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  Embassy  has  in  the 
past  several  years  made  several  claims  on  behalf  of 
American  citizens  whose  holdings  in  Poland  have  been 
expropriated  by  the  Polish  Government.    In  each  case 
the  Polish  Government  has  taken  the  position  that  no 
compensation  payments  may  be  expected  before  the  Govern- 
ment determines  the  total  damages  suffered  by  Poland 
as  a  result  of  the  war,  the  total  amount  of  reparations 
allotted  to  it  by  the  reparations  clauses  of  the  peace 
treaties,  and  whether  the  amount  of  reparations  which 
the  Polish  Government  may  obtain  will  be  sufficient  to 
permit  the  making  of  payments.    In  the  face  of  this 
position,  the  Embassy  is  powerless  to  act  further  in 
such  cases^  in  spite  of  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty 
that  you  cite^. 

In  light 
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In  light  of  the  foregoing,  you  will  appreciate 
that  the  Embassy  regrets  that  it  can  be  of  no  further 
assistance  to  you  at  this  time  and  can  only  repeat  its 
previous  suggestions  that  you  engage  the  services  of  a 
Polish  attorney.    For  ypur  convenience  a  list  of 
attorneys  is  enclosed.

The  TiTar  Claims  Commission  has  not  been  advised  of  any  legislation, 
pending  or  proposed,  designed  to  compensate  for  losses  of  the  type 
which  you  wish  to  assert* 

In  addition,  as  you  were  previously  advised,  it  does  not  appear 
that  losses  such  as  you  report  will  be  considered  by  the  Commission  in 
its  forthcoming  report  to  the  Ccmgress  inasmuch  as  you  were  not  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  at  the  time  such  losses  occuiTed.  IfVhile 
this  restriction  is  to  be  regretted  insofar  as  you,  personally,  are 
concerned,  the  Commission  has  felt  constrained  to  place  this  limitation 
upon  its  inquiry  and  report* 

Further,  you  may  not  be  deemed  entitled  to  compensation  for  your 
detenticm  in  the  concentration  cau^  at  Sachsenhausen  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  5  of  the  Act  since,  among  other  disqualifying 
factors,  you  were  not  at  that  time  a  citizen  of  the  United  States* 

Tlilhile  the  War  Claims  Commission  is  fully  cognizant  of  the  cir- 
cumstances in  which  you  find  yourself  in  these  matters,  it  is  un- 
able to  suggest  any  means  by  which  you  may  obtain  relief  at  this 
time*

This  is  in  response  to  your  letter  dated  July  23,  1962, 
in  which  you  inquire  as  to  the  steps  to  be  taken  in  order 
to  expedite  the  settlement  of  a  claim  filed  by  your  client 
against  the  German  government. 

There  are  about  1,000,000  compensation  claims  now 
pending  before  the  various  indemnification  agencies  in  the 
Federal  Republic  of  Ge  rmariy  and  We  s t  Be rl  in.     Th e  di sp o s i t ion 
of  such  a  large  number  of  claims  will,   of  course,  require 
some  time  before  all  of  them  can  be  acted  upon.     The  Federal 
Republic,   in  fulfilling  its  obligations  under  the  Bonn  Settle- 
ment Convention,  has  established  a  system  of  priorities  in 
order  that  certain  hardship  oases  may  reoeive  preferential 
treatment.    Three  basic  priority  categories  exists    l)  Claims 
of  persons  who  are  sixty  years  or  over,     2)     claims  of  indi- 
gent persons,   and  3)     claims  of  persons  who  are  at  least  fifty 
per  cent  disabled. 

We  have  no  information  concerning  the  reputation  of  your 
client's  attorney  in  Berlin,  Fritz  Schmid.     This  office  will, 
however,   endeavor  to  obtain  some  information  on  his  standing 
and  reliability  from  the  Berlin  Bar  Association  and  inform 
you  accordingly.
